GILSUM PUBLIC LIBRARY 
Librarian’s Report 


This year showed a new trend in the age of our Book 
Borrower, there being 71 adult, and 37 Junior card hold- 
ers. The circulation figures are 773 non-fiction and 669 
fiction. Magazines, which are allowed to circulate, were 
a big contribution to the non-fiction circulation. 


We are continuing the policy to borrow books from the 
Bookmobile and Keene Public Library. Our book pur- 
chasing this year was aimed at the adult circulation. We 
purchased books on collecting—glass, bottles, minerals, 
etc., animals, antiques, and a collection of the Time Cap- 
sule Books. Also included is the history of Keene, and the 
“Historic Homes of Cheshire County,” which covers 
Gilsum homes. There have been some very good books 
donated, and several good Memorial Books given. 


Our Library received a donation of Large Print Books 
from the state, and a good collection of records from the 
RCA Co. (These can be borrowed.) The walls have been 
adorned with some pictures from the “America the Beau- 
tiful” collection. 
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National Library Week was observed, as usual, by a 
parade of children in costumes, with prizes. The Friends 
of the Library had charge of the event, with Merrylin 
Johnson as Chairman. 


The Library sponsored the fourth annual Gilsum Rock 
Swap, held on June 29 and 30, 1968. This was one more 
in a series of successful events, thanks in large part to 
good weather and much work by volunteers. It was esti- 
mated that more than 1,000 persons attended the affair. 
Maps showing information about the geology of Gilsum 
were available. A large number of people took field trips, 
mainly to old mines. Following 1s a summary of the 
financial results of the 1968 Rock Swap.

Study of problems relative to obtaining a more adequate 
building have continued in 1968. As previously stated, the 
Library’s present space is too small for efficient use; the 
building is by no means fire-proof; and numerous other 
problems and possible solutions have been considered. 


Some of the other relatively important matters which 
received the attention of the Trustees during the year 1968 
included the following: 


Decisions upon new book acquisitions, cataloguing and 
“weeding” of books and subscriptions to magazines. 
Arrangements for lectures and showing of films and 


slides. 
Increase of insurance on Library contents to $4,000.00. 
Adoption of new statement of policies for the Library. 


Development of the idea of a Toy Fair, by Friends of 
the Library, which, in 1968, was operated as a Division of 


the Ladies Aid Fair and Sale. 


Arranging for bound copies of Gilsum Town Reports to 
to be available for reference in the Library. Considerable 
work remains to be done to bring this project to comple- 
tion. 


Meetings of the Library Trustees are scheduled to be 
held on the first Monday of each month, in the Library.

Our main concern this year has been the conservation of 
the area along the Ashuelot River, with plans to acquire 
some areas of scenic beauty and in someway conserve some 
of the other areas. 


We are asking for an appropriation of $100.00 this year. 
While we don’t see any large expenses for the year, we 
would lke to continue to build a fund which will allow us 
to act when the opportunity arises. The Commission is 
properly empowered to accept gifts of money and/or land 
in the name of the town. This way, donors with an interest 
in conservation can give on the local level with assurance 
of local control and interest. 


Our meetings are held on the second Tuesday of the 
month, and we welcome anyone interested in paying us a 
visit.

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REPORT OF THE GILSUM REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE MONADNOCK SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The problems of financing the school district continue to 
occupy the time and thoughts of the school board and ad- 
ministration. The salaries of teachers are rising all over 
the state. In order to keep in a competitive position and 
attract and hold teachers in a period when good teachers 
are scarce, your school district is being forced to raise 
salaries. 


At the same time we are asked by the state to raise our 
educational standards: to offer more courses, to have one 
orade per teacher, to offer school lunch programs, remedial 
courses in reading and so on. We should not be forced to 
resent these improvements, we should welcome them. 


But our financial situation has not changed. We are de- 
nied adequate support from the state government, which 
should be adding another $35,000, to our town as founda- 
tion aid. This would ease our tax burden considerably. 


However, the legislature is reluctant to tap new sources 
of revenue through a broad base tax or some other form of 
tax. The reason for this is that the tax burden on the ma- 
jority of the state towns is not as critical as ours. City legis- 
lators are insensitive to our problems. Only when our city 
neighbors are forced to raise taxes beyond the comfort 
level, will we have any chance for relief. 


So I can offer no comfort as to our educational finances. 
I can only say that we have worked out a budget which we 
feel will provide a sound education with few frills, but with 
a dedicated faculty. 


The school board meets twice a month, the first and 
third Mondays. We have had meetings weekly since 
Christmas, working on the budget and associated projects. 
And as a member of the salary committee I have been 
meeting often with teachers’ representatives. So although 
we do not get as much publicity in the press as the Keene 
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School Board, we have been trying to maintain our schol- 
astic standards without breaking our taxpayers. 


We must all try to understand the problem of financing 
our rural school and ask why our children must have edu- 
cational opportunities curtailed in a prosperous state such 
as New Hampshire. We must not be afraid of new broad 
based taxes ear-marked for education. Rather we must fear 
the results if revenue is not found. The crisis in education 
is not far removed. When the taxpayers will revolt, and 
money for schools is not voted in the towns and not com- 
ing from the State, only the children will suffer.
